‘On Wheels’ 


TO VISIT ORCHARDS NEAR EAST 
JORDAN AT CHERRY 
HARVEST TIME 


The portable chemical laboratory | 


of the Department of Agriculture has 
started its annual trip through the 
cherry producing section of Mich- 
igan, checking for the presence of 
cherry fruit fly maggots in ripe cher- 
ries. Its first stop was in the Grand 
Rapids area last week. From there it 
moved to Benton Harbor. As the cher- 
ry harvest advances northward the 


% Jaboratory will travel through Oceana 


County, up to Grand Traverse and 
end its trip in East Jordan at the 
conclusion of the harvest. Samples 
are collected by Department of Agri- 
culture inspectors and analyses made 
by its chemists. 

Many of the samples collected 
last week were from neglected trees 
and contained fruit fly maggots. Ac- 
cording to report, the cherries col- 
lected from properly sprayed trees 
were. free’ of infestation. 

In early June the cherry fruit fly 
emerges from the soil where it has 
spent the winter months. It then flies 
to the trees to feed, mate and deposit 
eggs in the flesh of the cherry. With- 
in a week the eggs start to hatch out 


“~ into a yellowish, footless maggot that 


renders the cherries unwholesome 
for human consumption. 

As soon as cherries are found to 
contain fruit fly maggots, the owner 
is notified. Cherries infested must be 
harvested and. destroyed. 

According to reports no infesta-. 
tion of cherry fruit fly has been 
found in properly cared for orchards 


‘during the past two years.

CITY IS ELIGIBLE FOR A LOCAL 
HEALTH CENTER 


For some time there has been some 
discussion as to the need for a local 
emergency and obstetrical hospital. 
As a_ result of these discussions a 
committee has been accumulating 
necessary information relative to the 
building of such an institution. 

From correspondence with the 
State Building and Contruction Di- 
vision of the State Administrative 
Board certain pertinent facts have 
been obtained. According to recent 
Michigan hospital survey, East Jor- 
dan_has been classified as being eligi- 
ble for a Local Health Center. This 
means that this institution would be 
equipped to give emergency treat- 
ment and in certain instance would 
have beds for normal obsterical cases. 
From the population served our unit 
would be equipped with ten beds. 

From estimates of cost for other 
similar hospitals this would necessit- 
ate a floor of about 8000 square feet. 
The cost of this would range from$5 
to $10 per square foot, equipped. 
Hence the cost would be between 
$40,000 and$80,000. If an average of 
this was taken we find $60,000 would 
be the cost of such a building. In or- 
der to be eligible for federal aid in 
building such an institution the com- 
munity would be required to raise 
two-thirds of the cost. This amounts 
to $40,000. © 

- Since the committee has no auth- 
ority.to proceed it was felt we should 
know -what East Jordan and the 
people in the surroundings regions 
are willing and able to do with the 
project. Hence we are requesting 
those who are interested to do these 
things: 

1. Tell us wether you wish the com- 
mittee to continue working on the 
project. 

2. Suggest a suitable location for 
the hospital. 

8. Tell us how much you are will- 
ing and able to contribute toward the 
$40,000 goal. You may, if you wish, 
but it is not imperative, to sign your 
name.

fi DUCATION is so widespread. in 

‘our day, and so eagerly sought 
after, that one might assume that 
the world would soon solve its prob- 
lems through the cultural attain- 
ments of its people. 


Why this ‘ts not true appears 
clearly in our lesson; for it is wis- 
dom that the world needs, and 
wisdom is quite different from the 
understanding or memorizing of a 
mass of facts. 


Wisdom teaches us how to use 


| knowledge effectively for the glory 
‘of God. We see in our lesson: 


I, sire Meaning of Wisdom (Prov. 
1:1-5) 
PROVERBS are pithy, useful say- 

ings, which gather up the wisdom 
of a people in easily remembered 
form. They are highly thought of in 
all nations, but reached their high- 
est development among the He- 
brews, because they rightly insisted 
that they must be-related to God 
and worship of him. 


We learn in this passage that. they 
are given to us that we may 
“knaw”’ that we have both wisdom 
and instruction. The growth of 
knowledge is always a prerequisite 
to growth in grace—learn more about 
God and his precious Word, and you 
will have more of his grace upon 
you. 


Knowledge must be coupled 


with discernment (vy. 2), which 
speaks of going beyond and below 
the surface meaning. This will not 


- be an abstract love of the schol- 


arly, but a practical application 
of truth to life (v. 3). Wisdom re- 
sults in right living and Proper 


The one who has come to this 
place is ready to give (v. 4) help to 
others, specially to the young or 
those of “simple’’ thinking, who 
have not yet reached the place 
where they can get hold of such 
things for themselves. 

Notice that the wise man does not 
stop at that point, but because. he is 
wise he goes on to more and more 


‘understandings, to further receiving 


and giving out of “sound counsels”’ 
(v. 5).

Why such a » Bill?

Since Jan. 1 of this year, 152 cas- 
es of undulant fever have been re- 
ported in Michigan. While not all of 
these cases were traceable to milk, 
many of them weree so. Twelve years 
ago 106 cases of typhoid fever were 
the result of one typhoid “carrier’’, 
an employee who worked in an Ann 
Arbor dairy plant.

Dr. F. S. Leeder director of the 
division of disease control, state de- 
partment of health, believes that the 
Michigan law will prevent the reoc- 
currence of any large-scale outbreak 
of milk-borne disease in the state.As 
such, it should safeguard the health 
of thousands of visitors from other 
states who come to Michigan each 
summer for their vacations. © 

Dr. Leeder points out that out- 
breaks of polio have been traced to 
untreated milk. This fact is attested 
by health authorities. 
borne diseases include scarlet fever, 
strep. sore throat, diphtheria and 
bovine tuberculosis. 

When you visit eating places in 
Northern Michigan, you will probably 
notice a sign on the wall saying that 
“only pasteurized milk and milk pro- 
ducts are served here.’” The signs 
were distributed recently by the state 
department of agriculture.

The bill, as amended in the House, | 
provides for referendum vote to re- 
move a city from provision on peti- 
tion of 10 per cent of the qualified 
voters. The law does not forbid the 
sale of raw milk at farms.

Commission, pre- 
liminary qualifying examinations are 
now being conducted each time a 
sufficient number of appuications | 
have accumulated, eliminating pre- | 
vious delays when examinations were 
-held on a periodic basis. 

“The State Police organization of- 
fers a fine opportunity for young 
men interested in a career service,” 
said Eergeant Edgar Welsch. “In ad- | 
dition to employment security, paid 
vacations, sick leave and a pension 
after so many years of service, the 
work is interesting and varied. Pro- 
motions are made on a merit basis. I 
might also point out that there is a 
pride in belonging to one of the fin- 
est organizations of its kind in the 
country.” 

While war service is not a require- 
ment, most recruits now are world 
war veterans who are finding that 
service in the State Police has ad- 
vantages of especial interest to them. 

Minium requirements are that an 
applicant must be between the ages 
of 21 and 30, unmarried, in good 
health and not less than five feet, 10 
inches in height.
